The six-week program will include 
workshops, instructional labora- 
tories, field study, and recreational 
activities.

If the audience’s reaction cam be 
used as the criteria for judging the 
success of a play, the State College 
drama department’s presentation 
of Eugene O’Neill’s “Ah, Wilder- 
ness!” was quite successful. Ap- 
pealing to the audience’s recollec- 
tions of their own adolescence, the 
play captured their attention at 
the two performances given March | 
16 and 17. 

The play is a nostalgic account 
of two days in the life of a typical 
American family group in the year 
1906. The calm day to day life of 
the family is turned to turmoil 
when the young son, Richard, un- 
dergoes in quick succession the 
temporary loss of his puppy-love 
sweetheart, an experiment with 
liquor and another woman to for- 
get, and finally reconciliation with 
his true love. The plot is further 
enriched by the presence of a drink- 
ing uncle, a spinster aunt, an older 
brother home from college, and a 
kid sister. The understanding of 
Richard’s father, and the indulg- 
ence of his mother restore tran- 
quility to the family scene. 

The director, Charles V. Hume, 
can be proud of the production, 
especially the final scene. The cast 


caught much of O’Neill’s humor | 


and wit without overlooking the 
play’s realism. Robert Wyman 
handled well his role as Richard. 
John Hume and May Gleason, as 


Richard’s father and mother, per- | 
formed in a truly professional man- 


ner. Mary Krier as Richard’s drink- 
ing partner and John Mendonca as 
a salesman added a great deal of 
comic zest to the bar room scene. 
The drinking uncle and the spinster 
aunt characterization were handled 
well by Dale Flewelling and Diane 
Honodel. In fact, the entire cast 
was good. 

Technical Director Paul Beck- 
man can take a bow for his repro- 
duction of a 1906 parlor.
